CHAPTER 146,

AN ACT crdering a spocial election for the purpose of submitting to the prople certain
Acts therdin named, regulating the business of Banking

Secrion 1. Be it enucted by the General dsscndly of
the State of Iowa, That thereshall be held at all the usual
places of holding elections in the State on the fourth
Monday of June, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-
cight, a special election at which shall be submitted to
the people the question whether or not an Act entitled
“An Act authorizing General Banking in the State of
Iowa,” passed at the regular session of the Seventh Gen-
eral Assembly of the State of Iowa, shall go into effect
or in any manner be in force, and also the question
whether an Act entitled “An Act to incorporate the State
DBank of Iowa,” passed at the regular session of the Sev-
enth General Assenbly of the State of Towa, <hall go
fnto effect or in any manner be in foree.

the State Bank of Towa,” and the judges of said election
shall in the certiticate required to be given of the result
of the said election, include and separately specify the
number of votes given for and against cach of the said
Banking systems.
